he Irish Times. 
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Tun Irish Reform Bill has been received in this 
country with the sullen silence of disappointment. 
That distinguished“ Irishman,” the Irish Secretary, 
has not responded to the dictation of that great 
meeting which, under the auspices of an impartial 
Lord Mayor, demanded a five-pound rating franchise, 
the abolition of the freemen, and the protection of 
the ballot. Yet Mr.Cardwell, no doubt, will be com- 
mended, for has he not given his disinterested aid 
to the Corporation Water Works? ‘The bill, how- 
ever, bears evident marks of being the joint produe- 
tion of a Cabinet formed of discordant elements. In 
the clause which lowers the amount of the franchise, 
we can trace the hands of Mr. Milner Gibson, and 
those outsiders who possess only a roving commis- 
sion, Messrs. Bright and Cobden. The absence 
of any disfranchising clause, and the preservation of 
minute constituencies, are due to the grateful re- 
membrances of the members for Stroud and Tiver- 
ton, who found refuge in nomination boroughs, when 
they had offended great constituencies.” The re- 
moval of disqualifications from Irish Peers is, proba- 
bly, the work of Lord Palmerston himself, who sits 
for an English borough, though an Irish Peer. 
The Bil] bears marks of haste, and suggests an idea 
that it is not the Bill which Lord John Russell had 
ready to be laid on the table, when he assailed the 
Derby Ministry. The ominous speech of the French 
Emperor reached Lord John early in the afternoon 
of Thursday, and probably caused a more extensive 
programme to be clipped and mutilated. In the 
present threatening position of foreign affairs, and 
when Louis Napoleon so suddenly threw overboard 
the English scheme for the settlement of Italy, no 
wholesale measure of Reform likely to produce se- 

rious opposition in the House could be brought for- 

ward by a Cabinet whose characteristic is the desire 

of place. 

As it at present stands, the bill substitutes a qua- 
lification of £10 instead of £12 for Irish counties; 
and of £6 instead of £8 for Irish boroughs. These 
clauses will add at once 40,126 voters to the county 
constituencies, and 30,000 to the boroughs. In 
counties where the Whig and Conservative influ- 
ences are nearly balanced, a preponderance is intended 
to be given to the latter, but, like all unsound and 
interested expedients, they tend to defeat the very 
object for which they were introduced. By these 
two clauses the franchise is given to 70,000 of the 
poorest class, which is entirely under the control of 
the priesthood. They create so much material force 
for the benefit of the Ultramontane party. Nearly 
6,000 for instance, will, be added to the constituency 
of the county of Cork, and will render the election 
of an Ultramontane candidate hereafter a matter of 
certainty. 

As Lord John preserved the rights of Freemen in 
England, he could not, without shameful inconsis. 
tency, abolish them in Ireland. On the other hand, ro- 
ducing the franchise throughout the Imperial domi- 
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served because the chief corruptionist in the one was 
a supporter of Lord Palmerston, and in the other 
a brother-in-law of Mr. Bright? We have townsin 
Ireland already of great extent, and rapidly rising, 
which should be represented. It is only necessary to 
mention the names of Ballinasloe, Ballymena, Ballina, 
or Kingstown. These four places might each have 
had a representative had justice been done in the 
case of Gloucester or Wakefield. One member is to 
be given to Dublin, which virtually has four 
members already, for the representatives of the 
University have ever deemed it a part of their 
functions to protect the interests of the city ; 
while the rich and populous districts of Kings- 
town, Dalkey, and Rathmines are unrepre- 
sented.

Kingstown, Dalkey, Rathmines, and Rathgar, ought 
to be formed inte an electoral district, and the mem 
ber now consigned to Dublin should be given to it 
Even in the allocation of two seats, Mr. Cardwell 
shows his complete ignorance both of the existing 
electoral divisions of Cork and of the necessities of 
Dublin. Until corrected by Mr. Whiteside, he did 
not know there was such a district as the West Rid- 
ing of Cork; and, though living within half an 
hour's drive of Kingstown, he ignored the existence 
there of an unrivalled harbour, of a splendid town 
and a wealthy and flourishing community. Had 
a single Irishman been tolerated in the Cabinet, such 
errors, at least, would have been impossible.

Anoruen sad instance of the danger of Channel 
navigation has just occurred. A few weeks ago we 
were all horrified by the intelligence that the Royal 
Charter, with over 300 souls on board, had been 
dashed to pieces on the rock bound coast of Anglesey, 
And now—just as the impression of that sad and 
solemn event is beginning to wear away from our 
minds—we are again called upon to shudder at the 
melancholy wreck of the Nimrod. As she was steam- 
ing from Liverpool to Cork, the violence of last 
week's gale drove ber ashore near Milford Haven. 
Not a soul was saved. The last that was seen of 
her was, when the City of Paris steamer, most unac- 
countably, parted from her. It is said—with what 
truth we know not—that the engines of the Nimrod 
became entirely useless; and that, as she was drifting 
about almost completely at the mercy of the gale, 
she was hailed by the City of Paris, whose captain 
was offered £100 to tow her into Milford Haven. 
As far as we can learn there was a dispute between 
the two captains as to the amount to be paid for this 
service. Itseems that the terms offered not being ac- 
cepted, the City of Paris abandoned the Nimrod, which 
shortly afterwards drifted on shore, and broke up. 
It is strange, indeed, that none‘of her passengers 
were transferred to the City of Paris. Whether 
this took place in consequence of the Nimrod's pas- 
sengers being eontent to remain on board their 
disabled vessel—a thing not probable—or whether 
it was the result of a refusal on the part of the 
captain of the other steamer to receive them on 
board his ship, we know not: time only can tell. 
At all events, the whole transaction calls for the 
strictest investigation, and, should the report prove 
true, we trust that steps will be taken by the pro- 
per authorities to punish those who so barbarously 
left a disabled vessel to her fate. 

Is not this another item added to the long 
black list of casualties in the Channel navigation ? 
And does it not bring home to us, with fresh force, 
the great importance of avoiding its dangers as much 
as possible? We are glad to perceive that the 
Galway line to America is prospering so well, and that 
the public is at last beginning to see the superior 
advantages which arc thus offered to them. 


There no need of recapitulating the argu- 
ments which we formerly adv in favour 


of this scheme. Their force is now beginning to be 
felt. The saving of time; the avoidance by the 
Irish emigrant of the journey to Liverpool, and its 
increased expense; the augmented traffic in our 
country and metropolis—all these are facts which are 
are each day becoming more important to us. This 
line will be, moreover, further aided by the 
increased and more rapid communication with Eng- 
land which will shortly take place. The first of the

Does 
the Emperor profess to claim back and recover posses- 
sion of Savoy, or to take her as the only means of re- 
pairing a bad position incurred by a meritorious war ? 
There is here a confusion of ideas and a playing with 
words not uncommon to those who act with decision 
and hold the word the slave of the deed. Mr. Bright, 
however, did not think it important to measure words, 
or reply at alltothe point. It was enough for him 
that Sir Robert Peel had made remarks that 
might be disagreeable to the Emperor, and might 
possibly involve England in a costly war. He saw no 
occasion for Eoglshmen to concern themselves at ail 
about the proceedings of France or the fate of Savoy. 
U)urs was pot the Parliament of France, or the Parlia- 
ment of Savoy, or the Parliament of Europe, but the 
Parliament of England. Unless it could be proved to 
be our interest to interfere, it was best to hold our 
tongues. Certainly—and here was a homage to moral 
principle that may almost be considered a weakness in 
such a quarter—it miglit be as well that people should 
remain content with what they had, and let ot alone. 
Uut, seeing there are people who are not always content 
with their own, and are occasionally casting a look over 
the fence, then Mr. Bright holds that we had better not 
attempt to cure one evil by another, by interfering be- 
tween the fascinated admirer and the object of his gaze. 
We agree too much with Mr. Bright to bein a condi- 
tion to censure the substance of this remark ; but we 


cannot share his joyous emaneipaticn the 
shackles of right iceling and the bondage of 
well doing. It is enough to know that Eng- 
land would interfere in such a cause either to 


very little purpose or with very disastrous results. But 
we cannot sing a Te Deum on the successes of ambition 
and the fate that makes us passive spectators.

The district thus marked out is a long quadrangle, from 
30 to 35 miles in length, and from four to seven (ac- 
cording to the indentations of the shore) in breadth. 

„The idea is, I hear, to form Ceuta, Tetuan, Melilla. 
and the Chafarinas Islands, into a captain-generalcy, 
and this might be gratifying to Spanish vanity, although 
it would assuredly be burdensome to Spanish revenue. 
It is also said that Tetuan, like Ceuta, would be declared 
a free port. Tetuan, however, has no port. The town 
is nine kilometres from the sea ; what is called the port 


narrow river, whieh at 
be entered only by small vessels. If there be any un- 
confessed idea that Tetuan might become a depot of 
foreign goods, to be thence smuggled into the interior, 
it would be well to bear in mind that the Moorish Go- 
vernment derives ite chief revenue from custom-house 
duties, and would assuredly be on its guard and use 
every precaution against contraband practices. On the 
other hand, close to the new Hispano-African province 
are our old friends the Riffians. How long a time 
would elapse before forays and outrages on their part 
would form grounds for fresh disputes between the Ma- 
drid and Fez Governments! 

In short, the possession of the new province would, 
according to every probability, lead Spain int» new and 
costly wars, while—supposing even that these were 
avoided—it could be of no earthly benefit to her. 

“ A messenger from Muley Abbes arrived at Tetuan 
on the afternoon of the 20th, and left yesterday. He 
brought a letter frum the Moorish commander, the 
purport of which, although it was couched in gene- 
ralities, is, if it has been rightly cranslated by the inter- 
preters, rather favourable than otherwise to the proba- 
bilities of peace, and even to the acceptance of the 
onerous terms proposed. The main object of the 
missive was, however, to say that a reply could not yet 
be given for a few days.”
